The moflcm scientific method i>i 
quite different; vegetables should be 
cooked gently in a little water, ac¬ 
cording to their tyi'C. size and <|uan- 
tity, using a cover on the utensil. 
Each top burner of the modern gas 
range offers a controlled sinui-.ering 
temperature which permits boiling to 
proceed quietly and effectively; then 
the greatest [icrcentage of food ele¬ 
ments is preserved, making the vege¬ 
tables more nutritious as well as more 
attractive to serve. 

There is nothing to be gained by 
rapid boiling in a covered pan. It is 
only a waste of fuel and the moisture 
in the vegetables is evaporated too 
quickly and unnecessarily.
